DEMOCRACY, PRESENT AND PAST.

The whole policy and course of the
democratie party for the last fifty years
has been a mistake and its whole his-
tory Is one of bhlunders, inimical to the |
Interests and welfare of the natlon.

Every man who is familinr with his
country’s history knows that during the
last half of a century the democratic
party has been at constant warfare with
the most essentinl elements of our na-
tlonal existence. It has challenged
every prineiple of constitutional govern-
ment and has arrnyed |tself against
every theory of the republican party,
even where such theories have been con-
sistent with old-time doctrines of de-
moeriey,

There Is no fact in our history better
established than the devotion of the
old-time democracy to the gold standard.
Men like Jockson and Benton and the
democrats of thelr thoe were stalwart
friends of gold and defended the yellow
metal with an earnestness and ability
not surpassed by any of the gold stand-
ard advovates of today., Not one of
those democratic leaders of a former
period,-down to Tilden, was In favor of
[ sllver. Every man of them knew and
sald that the Interests allke of capital
and labor required that the currency of
the country should be on a gold basls
and they advoeated that poliey thorough-
out thelr political careers,

In another respect there Is a vital
difference between the democracy of the
present and the past, The democratic
party of the old days was not with-
out patroitism in support of the gov-
ernment at eritieal periodgs. It dld not
even war against natlonal expansion.
Jefferson and Jackson did not object
to the acquisition of territory. It I
true that the territory then acqulred was
contiguous, but the principle involyed
wis not essentlally different.

The great democratie leaders of the
past were not antagonistic 1o the policy
of bullding up the ipdustries of the
country by means of discreet protective
tarill. Both Jefferson and Jackson ad-
vocated a system of protection as essen-
tlal 1o the development of manufactur
ing Industries and some of the ablest
men In the democratie party have ginee
followed their counsel,

The democratic party of the past was
the party of the constitution, It always

, Insisted upon the most literal consirue-

tlon of the organiec Inw. 1t does not
do o today, On the eontrary, its leaders
demand that the most ersentinl require-
ments of that great Inatrnment shall be

| Improvements Foreahndow Further
| Cnts In Transporintion Charges,
| Chicago Record.

A loromotive capable of puliing a traln of
forty fifty-ton cars over grados of forty fest
to the mile Is abowt to be put into Eervice
by the Ilinols Central rallrond. This engine
1a sald to be the largest and most powerful
In the Unlted States. The tendency of rall-
road development (a disclosed In this mon-
ster machine. Gradually from a capicity of
| ton tons the frelght onr has developed until

now it will earry from thirty to fifty tonas.
Rallroad experience has disclosed that the
'Il.raln expense I8 practically the same, with
the exception of fuel, whether the train be
| made up of ten-ton oars or fifty-ton cars.
| Therefore, rallroad economiats bave directed
efforts to increasing the trainload by In-
oreasing the carlond Instead of the number
of cars, As the trainlond has Inoreased the
pulling eapacity of the locomotive of neces-
alty has been augmented In order to keep
the motlve force within s single unit. To
put on two engines would not conserve
power and would require double the operat-
Ing force that one engine requires,

With the Inoreased traln capacity a per-
slstont effort bas been made to reduce rall-
rond grades, A maximum of fifteen feet of
rise to the mlle throughout a syetem of
rallroad has been the condition sought to he
attalped, Tn fact it has come to be accepted
that grades of fifteen foet to the mile are
little or no obstacle to the movement of a
train, because the engine that can back on
to and pull out of sidings can haul the train
when In motlon up a Afteen-foot grade with-
out loas of speed.

Fifty feat of rise to the mile among rall-
road englneers has been considered the ex-
treme limit for grades. Gradually, and aa
far as possible, every great rallroad system
In the country has reduced its grades and
secured thereby an Inerease In the hauling
capacity of its locomotives, Along with this
has come A strenpgthening of curves, which
also has contributed to case the movement
of heavy trains.

Thie Improvement in track and traln ca-
pabllities has been an outgrowth of com-
petition among the rallroads themselvea and
between the rallroads and the waterwnys.
Not very many years ago railroad author-
Itlea considered 2 conts per ton per mile a
low rate for transportation, but In many
cases the service I8 now performed for one-
half of 1 cent per ton per mile, which Is
equal to 25 cents per 100 pounds per 1,000
mlles, Of late the grain rate from Chlcago
to New York has been much less than this,

How much further the improvements of
railroads can reduce transportation charges
must be a matter of experiment,

RAILROADS TAKE A HAND,

Enlightened Selfishness Poshing the
Good Ronds Movement,
Minneapolls Times.

HEnlightened selfishness—which, by the
way, goes hand In hand with disinterested
benevolence in the betterment of social
and economic conditions—has prompted
some of the rallway companles to take an
active Interest In the movement for better
country roads. The better the roads the
steadler will be the flow of farm produce
to market and the greater the volume of
that current will be. That which tends
to this conditlqpa means revenue for rall-
ways, and hence it le to the interest of
those corporations to encourage the good

roads movement,

One or two of the rallway companies have
fssued pamphlets Illustrating the cost of
bad roads and the economy of good ones.
They have even prepared electrotype plates
of such matter for the use of the country
press, 80 that the facts may be dlsseml-
nated without undue expense to the over-
burdened country editors.

One of these articles, prepared by Maur-
ice E. Eldridge of the mationgl department
of agriculture, sets forth these facte:

"It Is lmpossible to figure out the cost
of bad road bills which the farmers pay
vearly needlessly and without complaint,
One road reformer says those bills foot up
250,000,000 annually, That |8 a mere guesas,
but It may be near the truth. Whatever
the sum may be, it falls on the farmers
exclugively and thug cuts down thelr net
receipts from thelr corn, whear and other
crops. It would not be difMecult for the
farmere of an Illinois township to ascertain
the welght of all the produce they take to
and from the nearest market durlng a year
and thug find out what bad roads are coat-
ing them. When they have the Information,
it may be they will vote for a higher road
tax.

“Every yeur about $30,000,000 {s spent in
this country In the repalring of mud roads,
The monoy 18 expended to no purpose, but
the farmers keep on paylng it out, while re-
fusing to contribute a larger sum, which,
it judiclously expended, would give them
permanent roads, which #t would cost but
a trifle to keep In perfect condition. Then
they would not have to keep as many horses
as they do now. There would be less wear,
and tear of horses, harness and Wwagons,

The farmers would be able to get thelr,

happens now often that they cannot mar-|
ket those products when prices are highest
because of Impussable roads, The taxes
which bear hardest on the farmers are those
they unthinkingly Impose themselves.'

A report of the losses at sea In the year
1808, prepared for the Britlsh government,
shows that durlng that twelvemonth, 1,141
vessals ware lost, of which 322 were steamers
and 819 salling vessels. Nearly one-half—
137 steamers and 387 saillng eraft—were
wrecked, nineiy vessels were lost In col-
HUelons; ninety-six were abandoned at sea,
twenty-five were burned, while twenty-four
steamers and seventy-nine sulling wvessels
left various ports last year, and were never
heard from again., Over §20,000 tons of ship-
plog came last year {o a violent end, the
aggregate loss excecdling the average for the
past seven years by twenty-five veasels ana
neirly 107,000 tons,

This {s a heavy annual tribute to pay to the
maleficent delties of storm and wreck—more
than 4 per cent of the world's total tonnage.
The loss can be reduced, It appears, only b
the general adoption of Improved methods
of maritime construction and the gradus
displacement of the lesser and weaker craft
by stout steel vessels of larger tonnage ana
correspondingly Increased powers of resist-
ance to adverse conditlons on the high seas.
